Marie PrescottN Tronblc. 

New York special in (Chicago Trilmne : 
Marie Prescott, who is suinK tlie American 
If ewe Company for $20,0(X) daonRsea for 
circnlatiiJL' a 'dramatic paper containins 
an alleKed libelous article on herself, came 
into this court this forenoon wearing a 
nobby suit and lookinir very determined. 
The room was tilled with men, all anxious 
to get at every morsel of scandal that the 
case developn. 

Ernest Harvier was the first witno's''. and 
he took his seat with an uneasy attempt at 
selNpossetsion, the plaintitf adjusting her 
evegiasses an*! gazin;^ steadfastly on him. 
Miss Prescoit's attorney asked Harvier 
whether he was acquainted with 8. J. Til- 
den, to which he replied he knew him as 
a fellow-citizen. He had spoken to him 
several times. The witness was asked if 
he had laid before Mr. Tilden some great 
scheme for working" the press of this 
country, by which he was able to make or 
unmake any person, to which he replied 
that he had not, and never had any such 
'•system." 

A letter was produced at this ])oint, 
dated Xew York, February 22, 1881, ad- 
dressed to Marie E. Prescott, and signed 
by Ernest Harvier. The witness having 
admitted that he wrote it, proceeded to read 
portions of it. Among other things the 
writer said : • 

I once tcld Gov. Tilden of my system 
of press management and, of how I had 
the press throughout the country perma- 
nently organized to do certain things. He 
seemed pleased, and said: "Can you ben- 
efit any])ody you please?" "Certainly," 
said I. "Then," said the Governor, "my 
bov [great laughter] your system is only 
half complete. It will not be finished 
until yoQ can do another thing— organize 
the same pnpeis to write the same people 
down." — and the Governor was riglit. 
[Renewed laughter.] This happened 
nearly seven years ag(j when I was a mere 
boy, writing editorials for liis (Mr. Til- 
den's) paper— the World. • • • It is 
a very cold day when I get left. * 
Perhaps I am deeper than you think. You 
must either abandon your professional 
career or poatpone yonr domestic happi- 
ness." 

The reading ot the letter caused fre- 
quent outbursts of laughter, in which the 
plaintiff joined heartily. The witness tes- 
tified that he wrote editorials for the New 
York World five or six years ago. He 
claimetl that he had been laboring for 
five years to cover up and keep back the 
facts that had been Drought out on this 
trial. He desired to conceal the beta in 
the interest of the plaintiff. 

"You wrote that article in Nym ( -rinkle 
for that purpose, did you ?" 

"Yes, sir.'* 

Harvier then related how ho had gone 
into a theatrical venture with Miss Pres- 
cott, and come to grief in Cincinnati. Tltis 
was in the fall of 1880. ^Vhen he parted 
company with her on the bridge between 
Cincinnati and Covington, he had to' talk 
with lier about her being soon to become 
a mother. When she came to New York, 
he said, and went to No. 887 Filth avenue 
to live, she was sicl^. 

The recital of these incidents caused 
Miss Prescott to blush and utter angry 
protests to her counsel. 

Mr. Harvier went on to say, when asked, 
that he had never threatened to ruin Miss 
Prescott, because ho couldn't ruin her; he 
might have indulged in some apprelien- 
sions as to her future if she kept on as she 
was ROing. Witness, instead of trying to 
injure Miss Prescott, had o£Gered to pay 
the expenses of the suit if she would with- 
draw her qomplaint, as ho did no wish to 
be compeUSd to tell what he knew about 
her. 

Something; of a sensation was produced 
when the housekeeper of No. 287 Fifth 
avenue — a Mrs. Bontaiu — testified that 
when Miss Prescott was sick there Mr. 
Perzel was with her nearly every evening, 
always until 10 o'clock, and trequentiy 
later. The landlady of the same ylsee 
Mrs. Crawford testified that she had re- 
quested Miss Prescott to leave the house 
because she didn't like to have actresses 



about, and futhernTire — here she said .she 
did not like to give her other reason, but 
when informed that she must reply said 
because a friend of hers had said it was 
quite enough to know of the chaiacter of 
anv ladu if she received visits from ^Ir. 
PeVtzel.* 

Havier's office boy testified that he had 
carried cords of letters to Miss Prescott, 
and that whenever she called at Havier's 
office he was requested to take a walk. 

Mi;*s Prescott's husband, Mr. William 
Pertsel, testifledithat they occupied a flat 
togethtr in ISSl, when they were engaged, 
"sharing the e:£pen8e8," but since they 
had married. 

A clerk in the health office testified that 
he had searched the records, but could 
find no record of the marriage. 

After testimony to prove narvier's rep- 
utation to be bad, etc., the case was ad- 
journed until to-morrow. 

DeadJuror;*. 

Paris Keutucklan. 

Of the jury that sat in the celebrated 
"Ward trial, eleven of them are dead, and 
Charles Mclntyre, the last juror is danger- 
ously ill.—Elizabethtown News. 

For our young readers we add that this 
trial -was In 18o4 — 2S years ago. Matt 
Ward killed Prof. Butler, teacher, of Louis- 
ville, for whipning his brother, and his 
acquittal created great excitement. Ward 
was killed during the war by mistake by 
his own Confederates. One of Ward's 
counsel was Nat. Wolfe, one of the ablest 
criminal lawyers in the West, who was 
greatly censured by the press for instru- 
mentality in prociiring acquittal of a man 
who had, as they said, been guilty of sucti 
a foul murder. Among the editors who 
bitterly denounced Ward and the jury ac* 
quitting him, was C«;!. Sam Pike, who was 
then publishing the Kentucky ^itale Flag 
in Paris. A short time aftet Ward's ac- 
quital, he in company with some Louis- 
ville friends passed throught Pans en- 
route for Blue Lick iSpriiigs, a notice of 
which appeared in Col. ^ke's paper ai 
follews: 

" Matt Ward, the great unhung, passed 
through our town yesterday, but we be- 
ing a law-abiding people, permitted him 

to go undisturbed." 

This paragraph gave great oflfense to 
Ward's friends, among them a Mr. Flour- 
noy, of Arkansas, a relative of Ward's, 
who was visiting in this section. Flournov 
and Pike happened to be in the s.ime rail- 
way coach to go to Lexington one morning 
and Floumoy, it is said, would have at- 
tacked Colonel Pike l)efoi-o the train left, 
but was prevented from so doin^ by the 
intervention of Hon. Garrett Davis. Ar- 
riving at I..exington the parties met in a 
crowd in front of the "Statesman" office, 
when Flournoy approaching the Colonel, 
asked : 

" Is your name Pike ?" " Yes sir' ' an- 
swered Colonel P., with a bland smile and 
polite bow. Editor of a paper called the 
Flag down yonder in Paris?" "The 
same" answered Colonel P. At this 
Flournoy with a heavy cane made a blow 
at Pike's head, but the stroke was warded 
ott'by B. B. Taylor, editor of the States- 
man.' For a time the wildest confusion 
ensued, and a great crow<l gathered, when 
Colonel IMke was taken into the Statesman 
ottice, where, with Flournoy and other 
frienasof Ward,at whose dictation an arti- 
cle was written and signed by Colonel Pike 
to the effect that he would let the Matt 
Winl affair drop. But when Col. Pike 
retui ueil to Paris he dipped his pen in gall, 
and was severer than ever, justifj^ing him- 
self by the plea that he was not in nonor 
bound to keep a promise made through 
complusion, l)elaboring Flournoy unmer- 
cifully, and describing him as the ugliiest 
man na am ttw. 

In 1770, or thereabout, the t<kiiato was 
almost unknown in Paris. To the South- 
ern French who invado<i France at the 
time of the revolution its aoclamization is 
doe. It was a oosUy laznry at' flvik, but 
at the end, of 1803 it was sold at LesHalles 
(according to the Almaoach dea (iour< 
mands) by the half dosan*

the people of this city and county at the stock were at once taken and paid lor by 

tim. lo^ i^uch men as Judge lloadly, Alexander 
ihni^.ia\ Long, an.l Edv^ar M. Johnson, to buy 
presses and make other necessary pur- 
chases. Ex-Lieut. Gov. Underwood, of 
Kentucky, vlio is to be General Manager 
of the new journal, then went to Xew 
York and contracted for two Hoe presses, 
but the manufacturers were so far behind 
in their work that tlie fir.^t appearance 
of the News has been unavoidablv delayed. 
The office of the News is to be In the Os- 
kamji I'Uildiiiu'. :it the coroner of Rare and 
Longwoitli streets. Tlie editorial rooms 
are to be on the second and third floor?, 
there bein;.' ample room for a full staff. 
The composing room is to be on the lec* 
ond floor in the lanje room over the bil- 
liard saloon. The business otiice is to be 
at No. 204 liace street, one door from Lony- 
worth. Tlie greater portiitn of the outlit, 
I on.«5i.'<ting of types, cases, galleys, etc., are 
already in the oHice. ready foi" use. One 
of the two presses ordered is to be shipped 
to-morrow or Monday, and will arrive next 
week. Tl.e capacity of this press, when 
worked at full si>e.ed, will be 24,000 folios 
an hour. The I'aper is to be on the order 
of the New York Sun, four pages, and will 
aim to give the news in as 'brief a space 
and as lively and interesting style as iu>ss- 
ible, though it will not have much room 
for ;:n>h. Its si.-^e is to bo larger tliau th(- 
Sun, nearer that of the rhiladeli>hia 
Times, one of the handsomest sheets in 
Ihe country, and the type of the News is 
also to be mo«leledafter the Times. The

Among the incorpo- 
rators are a number of very prominent 
Ketituckians, who will doubtless assist the 
paper with tlieir intluence— W. C. P. 
Breckinridge and M. C. .IoIiusmh, of Lex- 
ington ; Casein- M. Clay, .Jr., Judge J. M. 
Atlierton. Of his liis prospect:* with the 
Democracy of Ohio, Gov. underWood is 
also very confident. Tlie editorial statf of 
tlie paper has as yet been onlv partially 
engaged. The greater part of the force 
will probably be coiuitosed of local writers, 
but Kentucky talent also will probably be 
called into requisition.

, the guide m a crouching position, while

Instinctively we follow his ex.imple. 
After a hurried glance at my rifle I 
cautiously raise mv head.

Rising erect I fire pre- 
cipitately. The lien. iniha'"nii'<|. cinijily 
pauses for a momentai*/ stat e and then 
continues its course. Grinding out an 
expression of intense vexation, and 
yielding to the imjMilse of the moment, 
1 rush after the animal in hot haste. My 
servants, less eager and more wise than 
I, remain where tliev were.
